WIDESPREAD SEARCH 


FOR WESTERN PLANE 


Still Hope to Find Krause and 


Eight Others Aboard 


Liner. 


Early Registrants for Founders* Day Program Here 


FRESNO, Calif. (UP). The only 


' hope tor the safety of nine persons 


aboard a Transcontinental and 
Western Air transport plane that 
vanished Tuesday night was that 
the plane had been landed intact, 
in the eight feet of snow that 
blanketed the mountains east of 
here. 
Victor Krause of Lincoln was 


among the passengers. 
TWA officials torced to abandon 
a search for the liner Wednesday 
night because of weather, said the 
hunt was resumed at daylight 
by air and by ground parties. 


Donald Black, spokesman for 


the airways, said there was "every 
possibility that the craft landed 
safely in a snow-covered mountain 
meadow." 
Black contended that, because of 


deep snoWs, it would be difficult 
for the passengers and crew to 
get from the plane to any point 
of communication. Adding to the 
difficulty of the search was the 
fact that 11 inches of snow fell

and a heavy rain

WASHINGTON. CUP). Jay C. 


Hormel, Austin, 'Minn., packer, as- 
serted that the government should 
offer a "premium" to industries 
adopting the annual wage plan for 
•workers. Hormel told the senate 
unemployment and relief commit- 
tee , that an annual 
wage plan 


worked successfully in his plant 
employing nearly 4,000 workers 
and asserted that he saw no 
reason why it could not be suc- 
cessfully applied in other indus- 
tries. 
"As far as our national prob- 


lem is concerned," he said, "if we 
could get it established that there 
is no panacea we would make 
greater strides toward 
improve- 


ment." 
He said recovery depends on 


fashioning a number of improve- 
ments in mozaic manner. One of 
these would be government en- 
couragement of the annual wage 
plan. 
"Our 
t o w n 
has completely 


changed face since this plan was 
started," Hormel said, pointing 
out that the se'curity of an annua 
wage had led to the purchase of 
automobiles, homes and the like. 


He called the $300,000 cost of 
the annual wage plan a "theoret- 
ical loss" because of the improved 
standard of work. 


Asked why the C. I. O. had or- 


ganized the plant, Hormel '•'-itec 
that his workers felt that a union 
thruout the industry would help 
raise the general wage level. Also 
he said it was a means of adjust- 
ing "petty" grievances.

96 hour cloudburst took a toll of 
at least 40 lives, caused property 
damage

Hardest hit were Los Angelas. 


Riverside and Long Beach. More 
than 6 inches of rain poured down 
on the 3 cities and vicinity in the 
last 24 hours for a total of 11 
inches since the storm started. 
As suddenly as it swirled in 


during the night, it began receding 
shortly after dawn. 


Heavy Rain Continues. 


Heavy rainfall continued but not 


of the cloudburst proportions as 
Wednesday and 
Tuesday. Fore- 


casters expected the downpour to 
slacken by Friday. 
The flood burst a dam on the 


Santa Ana river in Riverside. It 
transformed the semidry Los An- 
geles river into a rampaging tor- 
rent. It flooded dozens of com- 
munities and swept away scores 
of bridges. 


Excepting for a single Postal 


Telegraph wire, all land commu- 
nication was down. The telephone 
company said it might be 48 hours 
before service would be resumed. 


Radio was the chief means of 


communication with the outside 
world—and not very dependable 
because of damaged towers. 


Because of paralyzed communi- 


cations it waa impossible to de- 
termine the exact extent of the 
atorm's devastation. 
Railroad and bus lines were en- 


irely out 
of 
commission.

,ravel was stalled. 
The Red Cross announced it was 


caring for 8,000 and 10,000 refu- 
jees in the Los Angeles-Long 
Beach-Riverside area.

medical supplies.

soviet regime was admitted by one 
of the 21 defendants at Moscow's 
spectacular mass trial on charges 
of treason, sabotage and murder. 


Prokopi Zubarev, assistant com- 


missar of agriculture and an al- 
leged czarist secret agent, testi- 
fied that he had organized a ter- 
roristic group within the commis- 
sariat of agiiculture to kill Stalin, 
Lazar Kaganovich, commissar of 
communications; Klementi Vorish- 
olov, commissar of war, and Viach- 
eslav Molotov, president 
of 
the 


soviet of people's commissars, a 
position corresponding to that of 
premier. 


Zubarev asserted he and Alexei 


Rykov plotted wrecking, the crea- 
tion of discontent by interference 
with food supplies, and the consoli- 
dation of all hostile organizations 
to overthrow soviet power.

Attorney General Says Law 


Applies at All Times Day. 
In an opinion by Asst. Atty. Gen. 
Overcash, asked for by Capt. 
Weller of the state highway patroj, 
It is held that all motor vehicles 
using the highways must at all 
times be equipped with two or 
more head lamps and with a lamp 
on the rear. Captain Weller's of- 
ficers have reported observing cars 
that are not thus equipped on the 
highways in the day time, and he 
asked if the law justified prose- 
cutions. 
Mr. Overcash' says that there 
are contradictions in the law. 
Subdivision (a) of section 39-1174 
he construes as providing that a 
vehicle shall not be upon the high- 
way at stated periods of time, 
when there is insufficient sun- 
light, but does not prohibit it from 
being there at other times without 
lighting devices. Subdivision (b) 
however, requires all motor ve- 
hicles to be fully equipped, and 
Mr. Overcash says this applies at 
all times to all vehicles.

Atty. Gen. Hunter, in a public 
statement issued Thursday, said 
that he started his drive against 
race track gambling in Omaha 
Because of the extraordinary con- 
ditions existing.

icensed its operators, 
and for 
that reason he took up the legal 
cudgels. 
He assures the mayor 
Jiat he proposes to go thru to a 
finish. His statement was- 
"Mayor Butler is quoted as say- 
ng that he desires my assurance 
hat the litigation which I have 
commenced against the 
Omaha 
'bookies" will be all-effective,—• 
that it will stamp out for all time 
.11 hwse race betting activities in 
the crty of Omaha. 
'I have never believed nor do I 
now believe that the attorney gen- 
eral should, except In very unusual 
and extraordinary circumstances 
assum*e the responsibility for or 
take the initiative with respect to 
>urely local law enforcement prob- 
.ems. In its mayor, council, and 
JOllce department, each city has 
.ts own lawfully constituted law 
enforcement officials. Local law 
enforcement is primarily their 
responsibility. 
"In commencing the pending 
lawsuit 
against 
the 
Omaha 
'bookies' I have not deviated to the 
slightest degree from my firm con- 
viction that the attorney general 
should act only when unusual and 
extraordinary 
circumstances 
re- 


quire his action. 
''Our supreme court has said 
that "it is the duty of both the 
chief of police and the mayor to 
interfere for the prevention of the 
public violation of the 
laws." 
Under the existing laws of Ne- 
braska it is primarily the duty 
and obligation of a mayor to see 
to it that the criminal laws of the 
state and the city ordinances are 
enforced within, his city. 
"In the face of such well known 
legal principles the mayor and 
city council of Omaha enacted an 
ordinance levying a socalled oc- 
cupation tax of $500 per year on 
each and every "bookie" operat- 
ing in the city. The natural effect 
of that ordinance was to place 
the stamp of approval of the duly 
constituted authorities of the city 
upon the open violation of the 
gambling laws of Nebraska. 
The 
only condition attached was that 
each law violator ray to the city 
the sum of $500 per year. It was 
as tho, during prohibition days, 
the council should have .seen _fit 
tievery 
Omaha, 
'Under such unusual and extra- 
ordinary circumstances, when a 
city council has seen fit by ordi- 
nance t6 place its stamp of ap- 
proval on law violation and has 
wholly failed and neglected to en- 
force the gambling laws of Ne- 
braska, I have initiated the pending 
litigation. 
"It is my intention to make that 
litigation as effective as possible 
The current law suit is directed 
against 478 defendants including 
all of the known horse race bet- 
ting establishments open to the 
public all of the known individuals 
connected 
with 
the operation 


thereof, and the wire service which 
enables such establishments to 
function 
"Mayor Butler makes specific 


reference to one Eddie BarricU, 
saying that he is operating a 
"bookie" 
establishment at 
hn 
home. I am informed that he has 
paid to the city his $500 annual 
fee. I also have positive evidence 
that his home is not open to the 
public as are all of the establish- 
ments invplved in the pending suit. 
My investigators have been un- 
able to gain admittance to Mr. 
Barrick's home. I cannot prose- 
cute without evidence. 
"If Mayor Butler has evidence 


sufficient to establish violation of 
law upon the part of Mr. Barrick 
or any other person, it Is my sug- 
gestion that he perform the duty 
reposed in him by law as mayor 
of the city of Omaha and see to 
it that the gambling laws of Ne- 
braska are enforced. He is quoted 
by the press aa having said on 
the day pending action was filed 
that if any "bookies" were omit- 
>ted from the case, so that a cleat- 
field might be left for the 'big 
fellows,' 'I'll see that we have po- 
licemen at their door to knock 
them over »very day whether we 
can get convictions or not.' Let 
Mr. Butler make good on that 
promise.

A SUIT TO RECOVER 


FOR ALLEGED FRAUD 


Government In Oivil Action 


Concerning Strang Pott- 


office Matter. 


TJ. S. Atty. Hawxby, for the 
government, Thursday tiled a. civil 
suit in federal court against Bert 
L. Christiancy, former postmaster 
at Strang; J. L. VanValin, Wallace 
Mariion and Ed Schulte to recover 
J21.761.58, claiming that the four 
entered Into a conspiracy to use 
the facilities of the postoffice for 
private gain in an extensive spe- 
cial delivery post card transaction. 
The government also seeks to re- 
cover J2.0OO from surety and from 
the heirs of a deceased bondsman. 
On July 6, 1934, VanValin, Man- 
ion and Schulte were Indicted by 
a federal grand Jury here. The 
first named two were subsequently 
sentenced }a serve 60 days each 
in the Douglas county jail while 
Schulte was given 10 days in the 
Adams county jail. 
The indictment was for an al- 
leged scheme to bring about the 
appointment of VanValin as spe- 
cial delivery messenger at Strang 
and to deposit quantities of special 
delivery post cards addressed to 
Schulte but claimed to be the 
property of VanValin, the latter 
claiming a fee of 694 cents on each 
card% 
The amended petition, f i l e d 
Thursday, alleges that the so-called 
conspirators caused large numbers 
of postcards to be deposited 
at 
Strang, some with and some with- 
out postage. It is stated that Van- 
Valin received as much as $1,700 
from one transaction 
and that 
Postmaster Christiancy received a 
rebate of about 16 percent. It is 
shown that, under an admission 
by Christiancy, the latter received 
approximately 
$9,000 from Feb. 
10, 1933, to July 1, 1934. 
The petition alleges that pur- 
suant to the conspiracy Christi- 
ancy paid out to VanValin large 
sums, the total perhaps approxi- 
mating $75,000. It is the contention 
that the postcards, after being de- 
livered to 
Schulte, were turned 
over to VanValin, the real owner. 
It is claimed that VanValin and 
Manion carried cards in suit cases 
from the postoffice to Schulte, the 
addressee, whose place of business 
was located across the street. 
The government contends that 
the postmaster permitted other de- 
fendants to stamp and count the 
cards and that at no time was he 
number delivered equal to 
the 
number 
reported, 
latter 
being 


290,421. 
By law, the petition charges, 
the postmaster could not receive 
in excess of $1,100 yet he alleg- 
edly did receive $9,000 in rebates 
from VanValin.

FARM VALUATIONS 


HAY NOT BE SAME 


To Differ in Parts of State, 


Indicated at Assessors' 


Convention. 


KEARNEY, Neb. UP). Changes 
n valuations for Nebraska farm 
lands may not be uniform in all 
sections of the state this year. 
events at the Nebraska county 
assessors' convention here dis- 
closed. 
State Tax Commissioner Smith 
recommended v a l u a t i o n s be 
grouped into three classes and Gus 
Hall, 
Phelps 
county 
assessor, 
chairman of the organization's real 
estate committee, said his commit- 
tee would meet late in the day to 
study the matter. Hall said it is 
entirely possible the recommended 
me i ease 
or 
decrease 
may not 
cover the entire state but may 
vary according to crop conditions 
and land prices in various sec- 
tions. In. the past 
any recom- 
mended increase or decrease has 
always been statewide and uni- 
form. 
The convention will act on the 
matter Friday. Early registrations 
for the convention neared 50 as 
President R. B. Lemmon of Daw- 
son county called the meetings to 
order. 
State officials present were Tax 
Commissioner 
Smith. 
Auditor 
Price, Treasurer Jensen and Secy. 
of State Swanson. 


Would Cut Farm Price*. 


Frank G. Arnold of Fullerton, 
president of the state federation of 
county taxpayers leagues, said the 
lowering of the assessed valuation 
of Nebraska farm lands "made 
possible the creation of the! one 
white spot on taxation in th$ na- 
tion." 
The same factor, he told the 
state association of county asses- 
sors in convention, "forced control 
dt waste in public expenditures" 
in Nebraska, Despite the fact that 
assessed values on farm lands have 
been lowered, they "are still much 
too high and should be drastically 
reduced," he said. 
Arnold 
proposed 
election 
of 
county assessors on a non-partisan 
basis, so their office and activities 
may be "kept separate and apart 
from political influence of any 
kind." 
"Tours is by all odds the most 
important 3ob of any officials in 
the state," he asserted "The office 
of assessor controls the basic pos- 
sibility of ultimate prosperity, ulti- 
ma'te meager profits, or ultimate 
no profits at all. 


Power'of Assessors. 


"It is you who have the power 
to make or break. It is you who 
have the power to tax to pauper- 
ism. Yours is the only office thru 
which political i eprlsala can be 
made effective. Yours is the only 
office that can exercise ruthless 
retaliation for criticisms provid- 
ing, oir Bourse, the critic has any- 
thing to assess." 
The most common complaint 
against the assessot's office, the 
speaker continued, "is that, tax 
expending agencies tell you how 
much money they need and at- 
tempt at least to influence your 
assessing to raise that amount of 
money. It is unfortunate but most 
certainly you do not have the 
slightest control over how this tax 
money is to be expended, when it 
is collected. The tax spender can, 
if he is so inclined, waste almost 
any amount of money, and very 
waste 
frequently he makes 
look fairly neceasai y 
legitimate."

State Tax Commissioner Smith 
told the assessors he anticipates 
no increase this year in aaaeaaed 
valuations for the state as a 
whole. He made this observation 
in view of "four years of adverse 
crop conditions and adverse price 
conditions 
three 
years 
before 
that." 
He suggested assessors 
take into consideration crop con- 
ditions in assessing property on 
the basis of value 


The only possible places where 
valuations could be boosted, Smith 
said, would be in the Irrigated 
sections, in the northeastern pait 
of the state, and along the Mis- 
souri river, "where they have had 
crops. In that part of the state 
that has been seriously affected 
by the drouth, however, the most 
that can even be hoped for is a 
maintenance of the present valua- 
tions." 


All property valuations dropped 
32 percent from 1931 to 1937 and 
38 percent In the last ten years, 
Smith said. 
"From 1921, which was the year 
valuations reached the 
highest 
total in the state's history—¥3,- 
312,737,091—until 1931, they were 
comparatively stationary, thevau- 
ation amounting- to but $260,000,- 
000, or a deciease of but 8 percent 
during the ten year period. 
In 
1937, however, the total valuation 
of all the tangible property in 
Nebraska was returned at |2,- 
058,224,967, or about $2,000,000 - 
under the year before." 


Farm Valuation Low. 


Farm lands were taxed in 1937 
at the lowest value per acre in 30 
years, the figure being $24.41. The 
average value per acre rose from 
529.60 in 1908 to $31.30 in 1913 
and to 538 50 in 1929, the highest 
point In the state's history. 
Of the state's total 
assessed 
valuation, farm 
lands 
represent 
55 2 percent, town lots and im- 
provements 21.5 percent, and all 
other property 23 3 percent. Taxes, 
like property 
valuations, 
Smith 
said, have decreased from 
$63,- 
914,947 in 1927, the peak year, to 
$44,989,731 in 1937. 
Fifty-eight 
percent of last year's tax bill went 
for educational purposes. 
Smith cited figures from adjoin- 
ing Nebraska and Kansas counties 
to disprove what he said was the 
claim made that "while we have 
thus far avoided some of the so- 
called new forms of taxation, our 
property tax is nevertheless ma- 
terially higher than it is in other 
states" The comparison between 
the Nebraska and Kansas coun- 
ties, he 
said, showed 
property 
taxes generally were higher in the 
"sister state."

WASHINGTON.—My criticisms 


last week of British foreign policy 
nave called down upon me a bar- 
rage of attack, including accusa- 
tions that I am anti-British. This 
Is an odd position to find myself 
In, after months in which I have 
been attacked by the extreme 
isolation group for wanting Amer- 
ican collaboration with the demo- 
cratic powers, and have even been 
accused of wanting to risk taking 
this country into war to pull Brit- 
ain's chestnuts out of the fire. 
It Is obviously necessary for 
me to make my position a little 
plainer, not because my personal 
opinion is of the least significance, 
but because It is certainly rep- 
resentative of that group of public 
opinion in America which opposed 
the passage of the neutrality act, 
on the ground that it was one of 
the "greatest Pontius Pilate acts 
In history"—to quote myself: which 
believes that peace, in the long 
run is indivisible, and that a ma- 
jor war will be a catastrophe for 
this country whether we go in or 
stay out; which believes that there 
is no way of getting a free ride 
to peace, and that the United 
States, as a great and powerful 
nation, has neglected both her op- 
portunity and her responsibility 
actively to collaborate for the 
maintenance of international law 
in the world. 
It is possible that our British 
friends do not care what this group 
thinks, unless it happens to think 
along the lines of the momentary 
British policy. But certainly w« 
are not isolated from a very large 
part of British opinion If the poll 
last week of the British Institute 
of Public Opinion is at all trust- 
worthy, the "man in the street," 
over there, still believes much 
stronger in the Eden policy than 
in that of Chamberlain. 
Mr. Eden said, aftei^hls resigna- 
tion, on Feb. 25: "It is with the 
great democracies of Europe and 
America that our natural affinities 
lie. We must stand by our con- 
ception 
of international 
order, 
without which there can be no last- 
ing peace. 
Nor must we for a 
moment weaken our faith in par- 
liamentary government and indi- 
vidual liberty. These are the things 
that count 
In the sphere of in-- 
ternational affairs it is necessary 
for us to be vigilant and firm. It 
is perfectly possible to stand firm 
and obtain the same results, with- 
out the risks attendant on the 
present (the Chamberlain) course 
.. .1 stand for every word I said 
In the commons. 
I 
definitely 


formed the opinion last week that 
the meaning of certain commun- 
ications received from a foreign 
government was 'now or never' 
and that those communications 
•were open to no other interpreta- 
tion than the one I placed on 
them," (That Britain was nego- 
tiating under threat.) 


It is said that unless the rest of 
the world comes to terms with the 
dictatorships they will make war. 
But terms have already been 


offered to dictatorships—-very gen- 
erous terms indeed. The French 
prime minister, Mr. Blum offered 
to make far-reaching economic 
agreements, to make loans, to ex- 
tend credits, to collaborate in the 
restoration of German colonies, 
provided that 
Germany 
would 
make teims of political and eco- 
nomic appeasement with France 
and the rest of Euiope. These pro- 
posals were denounced in Germany 
as "oriental trickery." 


The United States, the richest 
and most compact market in the 
•World, has continually offered 'to 
Germany and the \vorld, under this 
administration, increased oppor- 
tunities for trade thru the lower- 
ing of tariff barriers. Far from 
accepting, Germany denounced her 
trade treaty 
with the United 
States. And this is the crux of the 
matter: Germany, under .her pres- 
ent system cannot enter into any 
world trade system. "The four 
year plan is not hostile to exports 
but is a sworn enemy of imports,' 
says Maj Gen Fritz Loeb, 
the 
principal 
planner 
of 
military 


economy in Germany, and the 
father of the four year plan. The 
German economy is called by the 
German government "wehrwirt- 
schaft" — military economy — anc 
that means that Germany and the 
democracies do not, and- cannot 
speak the same economic language 


It seems to me that the mistake 
which is popularly made, is to 
hink of present moveme'nts in 
Europe in terms of old-fashioned 
>ower policy, instead of recogniz- 
ng that we are dealing with a. 
power policy plus revolution. It is 
lertainly highly significant that 
here is a class division in Eng- 
and on the issue of collaboration 
with the fascist powers. It is worth 
wondering what will happen to the 
more privileged classes in any 
country, if they refuse to. take a 
stand for freedom and democracy, 
or if they are suspected of putting 
heir class interests above national 
nterests. 
If the suspicion deepens in this 
country, that this is what is hap- 
>ening, then I reiterate the belief 
hat I expressed long before this 
crises occurred—namely, that the 
Jruted States 
will be 
driven 
'arther into a policy of isolation, 
and will look to itself and itself 
alone to protect its own interests. 
I am not making a case for this. 
I am merely recording what seems 
o me to be a fact, borne out by 
lie shift in public and congres- 
sional opinion m the last ten days.

When South held the contract at 
six no trump, undoubted, and when 
the dummy -was exposed showing the 
ac* of diamonds and the ace of clubs

Collapses of pedestrian bridges 
and landslides in the hills that 
mrled homes under tons of dirt 
contributed to a rapidly increas- 
ing death toll. 
Back in the scenic foothills, 


mountain streams had filled flood 
control reservoirs to overflowing 
and there was a peril that any 
one «f several dam* might crumble 
and cause a worse disaster. 


Shortly after 4 a. m. there was 
a noticeable recession in the waters 
at Los Angeles and it was believed 
Jiat the worst of the flood there 
lad passed. 
Mayor William Evans of River- 


side, reporting on the Santa Ana 
river flood, said that no bodied 
were recovered "but undoubtedly 
a half dozen were drowned in thia 
vicinity and the sheriff's office 
says the toll may go as high as 


dozen." 
Mayor Evans said a five foot 
wall of water swept an area 
roughly encompassing a large sec- 
tion known locally aa the "Rubi- 
doux ranch." 
The river break was three miles 
north of the city. 
The LOB Angeles weather bureau 


said that while squalls -might be 
expected thru Thursday that "the 
crisis has passed." • 
Many of the rivers — most of 


which are dry thru the greater 
part of the year—still were over 
their banks. 
Resources of both the army and 


navy were made available. Soldiers 
gathered in refugees, pitched tents

BRIDGE INNOVATION.

Actually, none of our 
Allied 


debtors have felt any moral obliga- 
tion to repay us 
beyond what 


could be collected from the de- 
feated nations. And of course re- 
parations have long since disap- 
peared into history. The thing to 
get clear Is that internally a gov- 
ernment can correct an intolerable 
debt situation by inflation or other 
means 
of 
repudiation, even tho 
the process creates a social revo- 
lution. It can also correct an Intol- 
erable situation regarding private 
debts by moratoriums, enforced 
submission to debt compromise 
commissions, and so on. 


But there is no authority that 
can require practical debt compro- 
mises 
among 
national 
govern- 
ments, and it is necessary to wait 
either for a sense of moral fairness 
or for the pressure of economic 
expediency. In the meantime, all 
manner of difficult impediments to 
normal intercourse arise. 


The truth is that our position as 
"relentless creditor" has accentu- 
ated the world's frictions in shock- 
ingly devious ways. It has had its 
effect on the growth of national- 
ism, the raising of tariffs and 
quotas, the collapse 
of 
interna- 


tional money standards, and all the 
related evils. Some of those effects 
we are beginning feebly to over- 
come—as In the case of the recip- 
rocal trade program—by just ig- 
noring the old debt wounds. 


But one can easily guess what 
strains might be relieved, what a 
new spirit of friendliness and co- 
operation might be produced, If 
the debts were rationalized and the 
resentment toward our charge of 
default were removed. 


ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS. 


Only two of the 
failed state 
anks that were put thru judicial 
cceiverships remain unliquidated. 
E. H. Lulkart, former state bank- 
ng department head, named by 
he courts to finish up these jobs, 
inds that one at Cortland and one

FOOTNOTES. 


Either the conference that Pres- 


dent-Roosevelt held recently con- 
cerning the proposed Hungarian 
debt settlement was Intended as a 
rial balloon, or else Hungarian 
Minister Pelenyl ia an unusually 
persistent fellow. For at Washing- 
on he came forward with his gov- 
ernment's specific offer, says the 
Des Moines Register. Hungary's 
original debt, incurred when dur- 
ng the 1920 famine the United 
States sent nearly 14,000 tons of 
flour there, amounted to $1,685,- 
300. Payments up to the general 
stalemate of recent 
years 
had 


amounted to nearly a half million 
dollars, but 
interest 
accumula- 


tions before and since have in- 
creased the amount due until the 
United States today 
carries 
a 


charge of about $2,300,000 against 
Hungary. 


What Pelenyl proposes is that 


the whole interest charge from the 
beginning be dropped, the half 
million in payments be credited 
against principal, and the remain- 
ing principal of $1.200,000 be paid 
off In 30 annual instalments with- 
out interest. Of course If Hungary 
doesn't get some such favorable 
settlement as this, she will prob- 
ably continue to pay nothing-at all. 
The minister Insists that she does 
not simply want to pave the way 
for further borrowings—which are 
prohibited under the Johnson act 
so long as a debtor nation is de- 
linquent.

ACREAGE ALLOTMENT 


FOR CORN IS FIXED 


6,757,354 Acres in State 


in Commercial Area 


of 64 Counties 


Nebraska agricultural conserva- 


tion officials in charge of admin- 
istering the new farm program 
Wednesday night had their state 
allotments for corn, soil depleting 
crops and potatoes It meant that 
mechanics for putting the program 
into operation will be ready soon 
The corn acreage allotment for 
Nebraska was set at 6,757.354 
acres in the commercial corn area 
composed of 64 counties. In the 
commercial potato area, involving 
only a few counties in the west- 
ern section and along the Platte 
river in the central section, an al- 
lotment of 62 584 acres was set up 
for 1938 The total soil depleting 
acreage for 1938 m Nebraska will 
be 15,127,621 acres 
The Nebraska ACP committee 
said the corn acreage allotment 
for the state will be immediately 
broken down into individual county 
allotments The acreage allowed

FORAGE CROP SCHOOL 


IS OPENED THURSDAY 


bounty Agents, Faculty and 
Experiment Station Work- 


ers at College. 


Bringing1 together all tne latest 
research and experimental data on 
;he production and utilization of 
forage crops, a two day confer- 
ence and forage school got under 
way at the college of agriculture 
Thursday. 
County 
agricultural 
agents, faculty, extension and ex- 
periment station workers were in 
ittendance. 
Dean Burr, who opened the con- 


ference Thursday morning said, 
that, "the chief aim of this school 
and conference is to ultimately in- 
crease the supply of high quality 
pasture, hay, silage and other 
roughage, in order to make pos- 
sible the more efficient production 
of livestock and livestock prod- 
ucts, to conserve soil and soil fer- 
tility and ultimately to improve 
farm family living." ' Prof. A. W. 
Medlar presented statistics show- 
ing the cost of establishing tame 
and permanent pasture, ranging 
from $6.04 to $7.47 per acre with 
varying seed mixtures and condi- 
tions. 
.Dr. L. F. Garey of the rural 
economics department said prac- 
tically all the land in Nebraska 
suited to crop production had be- 
come farm land by 1910. Since 
that time there has been a slow 
but continuous shift toward more 
intensive crop production. A shift 
toward less intensive production 
might not necessarily mean in- 
creased income, he pointed out. 
More gain In livestock can b« ob- 
tained from the corn units pro- 
duced on an' acre of land than 
from alfalfa units on the same 
acreage. A shift from low feed 
unit producing crops, such as oats, 
into a high feed unit producing 
roughage, such as alfalfa, tho, 
would increase total feed units 
produced and might actually in- 
crease income, he said. 
The college workers also heard 


George 
E. 
Hendrix, 
extension 
economist, on the effect of chang- 
ing cropping systems on feed unit 
production. "Farmers have for the 
most part increased the acres of 
crops that give the highest re- 
turns per acre and decreased the 
crops that give the lowest re- 
turns," Hendrix said. "For this 
reason permanent pasture, which 
in most areas produced the lowest 
quantity of feed, has given way 
to corn and other higher produc- 
ing' crops." 
County land use committees in 


Nebraska have recommended a 
shift from corn and other soil de- 
pleting crops to permanent pas- 
ture and grass in the rotation. 
Corn and other intertilled crops 
would be reduced by 1,350,000 
acres of 14 percent from 1929. 
Wheat and oats would be reduced 
and barley acreage increased. Per- 
manent pasturage and grass in ro- 
tations would be increased.

1. Good or bad housekeeping is
